DETAILS OF AN OCEAN 
JOURNEY 

From Mr. Joho A. McDonald, 
formerly of Cheadle, we receiv eda 
letter this week describing his jour- 
ney trom Vancouver to New Zea- 
land in an interesting manner. Mr 
McDonald Jeft the district in De- 
cember. The letter is as follows: 

“The captain and watch officer 
on the upper bridge, quarterm ister 
at the wheel, lookout on the tore- 
castle head, ring-ting-ting from the 
telegraph giving the standby call to 
the engineers. The last string of 
mail bags was swung aboard, the 
last goodbyes—-and quietly without 
fuss or sigu except the lowering of 
the blue peter trom the foremast 
head the gangways were pulled 
ashore, the bow and. stern lines 
breast and atter springs were slipped 
off the mooring posts, 

Another riog-ting from the tele- 
graph and the twin propellers start- 
ed to move the Royal Mail Steamer 
Marama on her long voyage from 
Vancouver to Australia, via Victoria, 
Honolulu, Suva and Auckland, 

A good dinner and a tine atter- 
neon made the run to Victoria very 
pleasant. The passengers al] being 
good sailors in smooth water the 
promenade deck looked yay like 8th 
Ave on a fine afternoon, A few 
hours stop at Victoria to take in the 
English and Continental mail via 
States, some more passengers and 
cargo, and off again. 

Daybreak on Christmas morning 
found us well out ou the Pacific 
battling against a strong head wind 
and heavy sea which kept up tor a 
whole week. One day it was so 
rough that the run was only 280 
miles. The ship, however behaved 
splendidly. 

A good many of the passengers in- 
dulged in the ‘trest in your cabin" 
cure. The eighth day out, Jan, rst 
1914, turned out fine with the island 
ot Oahu (Hawain group) in sight. 
The decks again became crowded, 
Faces that had never been seen for 
a week made their appearance, and 
some deck games were indulyed in, 

The passengers are from very 
many places—Australians returning 
home after a round the world tour, 
others who have been to Canada 
and U.S. only, some citizers of 
the Pacific coast who find business 
not so good looking for new fields; 
farmers who have not made yood in 
Canada and who are quite sure of 
doing well in Australia, commer- 
cials, etc., and a bunch of railroad 
men who are engaged for the new 
transcontinental in Australia, Some? 
of the passengers are tor Honoluln, 
a few for Suva, a great many for 
New Zealand, and the others for 
various parts of Australia, Three 
lady teachers trom Brandon, Man., 
are exchanging positions with three 
trom Timeru, New Zealand, fora 
yeat, This seems to be a good 
arrangement and it should better 
the educational system of these two 
progressive districts, and their man- 
agements are to be congratulated 
for establishing a move that must 
help to promote a friendly feeling 
between the two promising Domin- 
ions.

Water-Power Sites 


RESERVATIONS IN NORTH 
WEST PROVINCES 


Consistent with the policy 
of the Dominion Goverment to 
preserve the water powers for the 
people, the Department of the 
Interior is placing under reserva- 
tion all vacant Dominion land 
that the Superintendent of Water 
Powers may recommend to be 
valuable for the development of 
water power. 

Six whole sections of lard, 
township 108, range 6, west of 
the 5th meridian, have recently 
been reserved from disposition of 
any kird until the engineers of 
the Water Power Branch have 
had an opportunity to make a 
complete survey of the famous 
power site at Vermilion falls, on 
in northern Al- 


the Peace river 
berta. 
Similar reservation have been 


made on the various rivers in the 
Province of Manitoba Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta, andin the Rail- 


way belt of British Columbia. 
Particular mention might be 
made of reservations covering 


land contiguous to Grand Rapids 
on the Athabaska river, the var- 
ious power sites on the Elbow 
and the Bow rivers, in the pro- 
vince of Alberta; for! nd required 
for the development of power at 
Grand rapids on the Saskatche- 
wan river and all unoccupied land 
along the Wiantpeg river, in the 
province of Manitoba. 

Other reservations will be made 
from time to time upon the receipt 
of sufficient information to enable 
to Superintendent of Water 
mendation covert Ye a desenpuon 
of the land that might be required 
for power purposes,
